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Options considered as track is ‘scratched’

The surprise announcement by Canadian- 
based Magna Entertainment that they would 
not build aJfclOO million racetrack in the city 
of Romulus has left officials with one ques¬ 
tion: What’s next? 

Tim Keyes, Romulus economic develop¬ 
ment director, said he was surprised when he 
heard about the announcement last 
Thursday, but said there are other plans in 
place for the 212-acre parcel near Vining and 
Wick roads. 

“It’s still a prime piece of property, and 
we’re confident that some of the things that 
we’re working on - shopping and retail - will 
come to pass,” he said. “That’s not to say that 
we’re not disappointed.” 

Keyes said that he has not heard from any 
of the other applicants that sought a racing 
license from the state of Michigan in the wake 
of the announcement 


“It remains to be seen if we’ll hear from 
anyone,” he said. “There are only so many 
operators of horse racing tracks that can fit 
the parameters of the (state) license.” 

On Thursday, Aug. 9, Racing Commissioner 
Christine White made an announcement that 
Magna was giving up the license for the 
Romulus track. The announcement shocked 
Romulus officials and residents. 

The development - a key piece in the city 
“racino” concept for a parcel of land near 
Vining Road near the Detroit Metropolitan 
Airport - came as a blow to city officials, who 
were hoping to see ground broken for the 
track this year. 

“We spoke to Magna about a month ago, 
and we asked if they were still on board, and 
they said yes,” said Mayor Alan Lambert. 
“Then I got a call late last night from a 
(Magna) representative. 

“We’re surprised - and we’re disappointed 
- to say the least,” he said. 

Magna Entertainment notified the Office 


of Racing Commissioner (ORC) late on Aug. 9 
that they would relinquish their horse track 
application for Michigan Downs, the pro¬ 
posed horse racing and entertainment venue 
in Romulus. 

White also said the decision came as a sur¬ 
prise. 

“It is an unfortunate situation, especially 
as we are in the midst of receiving race date 
applications for next year,” she said. 
“However, we remain hopeful that thorough¬ 
bred racing will continue in Michigan.” 

The Magna announcement came on the 
heels of larger-than-expected quarterly loss¬ 
es, which may have affected the company 
decision to move forward with the project, 
White said. 

Michigan Downs was to be constructed on 
a vacant parcel of land near Vining and Wick 
roads, near Interstate 94 It was to be a com¬ 
panion project to the proposed casino and

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Local rescue workers recall aftermath of doomed Northwest Flight 255

It’s been 20 years since the 
darkest day in the history of 
Metro Airport 

But to some who witnessed the 
events surrounding the Aug. 16, 
1987 crash of Northwest Flight 
255 at Detroit Metropolitan 
Airport, the memories are as 
clear, as if the accident took place 
yesterday. 

“It’s something you’ll never for¬ 
get - it’s the worst thing that’s ever 
happened here in Romulus,” said 
William Wadsworth, a retired 
Wayne County Sheriff’s Deputy 
stationed at the airport the night 
of the accident 

“Nothing can prepare you for 
what you go through when some¬ 
thing like that happens,” he said. 

Northwest Flight 255, which 
was carrying 149 passengers and 
six crewmembers, was en route 
from Romulus to Phoenix, AZ. It 
was a typical hot August night 
when the twin engine McConnell- 
Douglas MD-82 took off from the 
runway. 

During the ascent, the aircraft 
rotated about 35 degrees to each 
side, according to a report 
released by the National 
Transportation Safety Board. The 
left wing struck a light pole, then 
the roof of a car rental facility, and 
crashed at 8:46 p.m. 

The accident killed everyone 


on board with the remarkable 
exception of a 4-year-old girl who 
was discovered strapped in her 
seat underneath rubble by rescue 
workers. The crash is considered 
one of the worst accidents in avia¬ 
tion history. 

What happened in the after- 
math for the local community was 
a sense of mourning, and a sense 
of unease, said Wadsworth, then a 
sergeant with what is now called 
the Metropolitan Airport Police. 

“There was a small commuter 
plane that crashed in March of 
the same year,” he said. “At that 
time, I thought it was the worst 
thing I’d ever seea There’s noth¬ 
ing in (first responder) training 
that can prepare you for the 
human toll (at a crash site).” 

Wadsworth was assigned to 
direct a makeshift morgue at the 
Nomads Terminal, where all of 
the victims and their belongings 
were taken. He manned the facili¬ 
ty with members of the Wayne 
County Medical Examiner’s 
Office. 

Bill Crane, of Crane Flineral 
Home in Romulus, said he still 
thinks about the crash and the 
role he accepted - that of a funer- 
al director at the temporary 
morgue. 

“One of the things I remember 
is seeing a tremendous number of 
bodies covered in plastic,” he 
said. “We were working 20 hours a 
day for the first week — our role 


was to take care of the loved ones, 
and to get them everything they 
needed.” 

Both Crane and Wadsworth 
remember families looking at 
jewelry, watches, and items taken 
from victims for identification. 

“Family members looked at a 
lot of items to see if they recog¬ 
nized anything,” Wadsworth said. 
“It was obviously a very sad time.” 

Of the 155 victims, most were 
from the Arizona area Eighteen 
of the victims were from 
Michigan. Tvo motorists from the 
immediate area were also killed 
as they waited for a light at the 
intersection of Middlebelt and 
Wick roads. 

At the time of the accident, 
Flight 255 was considered the sec¬ 
ond worst accident in aviation 
history, behind a 1979 American 
Airlines crash that killed 271 pas¬ 
sengers and crew at O’Hare 
International Airport in Chicago. 

Michael Conway said there 
would be no official program 
sponsored by the airport, but that 
the accident is still a searing 
memory for some of the employ¬ 
ees that responded to the acci¬ 
dent 

“There are still some airport 
authority employees working 
here who were members of the 
Flight 255 response and recovery 
teams,” he said. 

“Each of these individuals will 
choose their own personal and 


private remembrance. There will 
be no public ceremony or public 
statements coming from the 
authority other than to say, even 
after 20 years, our thoughts are 
with, and our hearts go out to the 
family and friends of the victims,” 
he added. 

A memorial for the victims was 


built near the airport, and anoth¬ 
er one was constructed in down¬ 
town Phoenix. 

Wadsworth said he came to 
several realizations after the 
tragedy. 

“It should remind us that our 
grip on life is fragile,” he said. “In 
one moment, it can all be gone.”

If Michigan Democrats have 
their way, businesses will have to 
do more than just invest in the 
state to receive tax incentives. 

They’ll have to put Michigan 
workers first 

Democrats are touting a pack¬ 
age of bills that fall under the 
umbrella of the ‘Hire Michigan 
First’ plan, according to State 
Rep. Marc Corriveau (D- 
Northville). The package would 
give preference to companies 
that pledge to hire Michigan 
workers and crack down on com¬ 
panies that hire illegal immi¬ 
grants, he said. 

“When companies invest in 


Michigan workers, they invest in 
Michigan’s future,” he said. 
“Michigan’s working families are 
struggling as our workers’ jobs 
are being outsourced to other 
states and countries. When com¬ 
panies receive economic devel¬ 
opment incentives from the state, 
Michigan workers should be the 
ones on the job.” 

“We’re willing to put up tax 
incentives to get our people 
employed,” added State Rep. 
Richard Leblanc. “We’re looking 
at building our people up. These 
are incentives designed to ggt 
our people good jobs, long-term 
jobs.” 

The plan would give compa¬ 
nies that hire 100 percent 
Michigan workers priority in the

hotel the city is pursuing with the 
Hannahville Indian Tribe of 
Petoskey 

The developments, when 
combined, were expected to 
bring anywhere from $4 to $10 
million in revenue to Romulus, 
and about 3,000 jobs to the city. 

Lambert said he’s still hope¬ 
ful another applicant will emerge 
for the project 

“There were about seven 
other applicants for the project, 
and it’s possible one of them may 
be interested in the property,” he 
said. “That, and we still have 
irons on the fire for other pro¬ 
jects.” 

Magna Director of Operations 
Jim Bromby did not return 
phone calls seeking comment 
regarding the project 

Magna is scrapping proposed 
projects in California, and selling 
land in Florida. The company is 
also ceasing racing operations in 


Austria. 

Horse racing does pump sig¬ 
nificant funding into the state 
economy. In 2006, 1.2 million 
Michigan horse racing fans 
wagered more than $281 million, 
generating approximately $9 mil¬ 
lion in state wagering tax rev¬ 
enue and providing local com¬ 
munities $1.1 million for police 
and fire protection costs, accord¬ 
ing to state records. 

Not having a racetrack will 
not affect the prospect for a casi¬ 
no, Lambert said. 

The racetrack was to be an 
integral part of an entertain¬ 
ment-based enclave surrounding 
the airport. All of those goals 
appear now to be deferred, said 
Lambert, who called the amount 
of business inactivity around the 
airport a “source of constant frus- 
tratioa” 

“Every time we think we have 
a plan for the land around the 
airport, it seems it just doesn’t 
happen,” he said. “It’s a beautiful 
piece of land, though, and we’re 
confident we can find something 
else. It’s just very disappointing” 


awarding of tax breaks and other 
economic development tools. 
Those projects are typically han¬ 
dled by the Michigan Economic 
Development Corporation 
(MEDC) through programs like: 
the 21st Century Jobs Fund; 
Michigan Economic Growth 
Authority (MEGA); the 
Renaissance Zone Act; the 
Brownfield Redevelopment 
Financing Act; the Strategic 
Fund Act; the Transportation 
Economic Development Fund 
and more. 

The package would also 
require businesses with con¬ 
tracts for the construction of 
state buildings to hire 100 per¬ 
cent of their workers from 
Michigan. Currently, they only 


have to hire 50 percent There’s 
no such requirement for firms 
that receive state tax abate¬ 
ments. 

One aspect of the proposed 
legislation would ensure that 
companies follow the rules, too. 
Companies found to have hired 
illegal immigrant workers will 
have state contracts canceled 
and tax incentives revoked. 
They would also have to pay 
back the money and be barred 
from future contracts. 

“We’re going to work hard to 
hold them responsible,” Leblanc 
said. ‘This process will be open 
and transparent—and that’s 
what people want” 

Carlo Castiglione, business 
representative for Local 98, 


which represents local 
plumbers, said he was apprecia¬ 
tive of the effort 

“It’s not a union or non-union 
issue,” he said. ‘This is just about 
money staying in the state.” 

The package of bills has yet to 
be introduced, but Leblanc said 
he hoped they’d see action soou 
Corriveau agreed. 

“We’re fighting like crazy to 
put people back to work,” he 
said. 

“Michigan has the most highly 
trained workforce in the world,” 
added State Rep. Bob Constan 
(D-Dearbom Heights). ‘There is 
no need to look beyond our bor¬ 
ders for workers. Companies that 
hire Michigan workers should be 
rewarded.” 


Mears speaks out on debacle

Bad politics. 

That’s what Walter Mears, for¬ 
mer Belleville city manager, is 
saying about his recent firing 
from the position he held for only 
a few months. 

“This was an example of some 
really bad politics,” said Mears. “I 
know Councilmember Bill 
Emerson felt this was in the best 
interest of the community and it 
couldn’t move forward.” 

Mears was terminated last 
week by a 3-2 vote of no confi¬ 
dence by the city council, with 
Emerson as the deciding vote. 
Mears said his fourmionths on 
the job was too short to get things 
accomplished that he wanted to 
in the city. 

“It was just beginning to get on 
the right track,” he said. 

The motion of no confidence 
came from Councilwoman 
Kerreen Conley after Mears 
refused to turn in educational 
credentials requested through a 
council resolution. Mears said it 
wasn’t part of the original process 
or the hiring process. 

“Conley felt educated to talk 
about it, but she wasn’t even a 


part of the hiring process,” he 
said. 

Councilwoman Lori Hecksel 
said she did see the transcripts, 
but it wasn’t something that was 
required so she didn’t copy them. 
The city moved forward and 
Mears did his job, she said. 

“He believed in the communi¬ 
ty and even though he’s been 
fired he’s still been working for 
the community because he wants 
(it to be) better,” Hecksel said. 

Hecksel, along with Mayor 
Tom Fielder, voted against the 
decision to fire Mears. She then 
left that meeting and announced 
her resignation. 

“Without exaggeration, I had 
at least 50 people tell me not to 
do it,” she said. “It’s not about the 
vote, it never has been and never 
will be. In my opinion, we did 
him (Mears) wrong.” 

Hecksel didn’t attend the fol¬ 
lowing special council meeting 
either She said she didn’t want to 
go because everything was made 
ugly. 

“I’m not a politician, I don’t 
play liai^s and George (Chedraue) 
is lying to this community and 
playing games,” she said. “If his 
opinion is what’s right and true, 
you don’t need gossip, lies and 


innuendo to rally support 

“I want to lay the truth out 
there,” she added. “Maybewe did 
make a mistake—and for that 
we’re sorry—but I hope he 
could’ve brought the city forward, 
but we can’t demand credentials 
four months later” 

As of publication time 
Tuesday, Hecksel did not submit 
a resignation from her council 
seat, according to Acting City 
Manager Diana Kollmeyer 

The City of Belleville is accept¬ 
ing applications for city manager 
until 4 p.m. on Sept. 12. The 
salary starts at $62,000 plus bene¬ 
fits depending on qualifications 
and experience. Requirements 
include a bachelor’s degree from 
an accredited college or universi¬ 
ty in public administration, busi¬ 
ness or related field. It also 
includes executive, administra¬ 
tive and municipal experience, 
along with grant writing, budget¬ 
ing and project management 
“Now, I’m going to take some 
time off to spend with my son,” 
Mears said. “It’s time to move 
on.” 

Mears said he has not decided 
on participation in any other 
civic work such as city boards, 
commissions or volunteer work.

Ignoring our duty 

If we learned anything from the primary elections on Aug 7, it’s 
that we still don’t take our civic duly very seriously. 

We saw hotly contested races in Inkster and Westland, a tax 
increase in Van Buren Township—and few people who showed up to 
weigh in on them. 

In Van Buren, for example, about 2,800 people voted on the public 
safety millage renewal and increase. That’s about 15 percent of the 
registered voters in the township, who have set the tax levels for the 
entire community. Township officials were relatively pleased at the 
turnout, too. 

There has to be a better way of doing things, of making people turn 
out to vote. 

There are a few things in the political pipeline in Lansing about 
elections that we have mixed feelings about The first is to allow for 
greater access to absentee ballots, reversing a trend that started with 
the mayoral election in Detroit That’s obviously a good idea; clerks 
should be allowed to do everything in their power to make it easier for 
residents to weigh in on elections. We should be looking for ways to 
include everyone, not exclude anyone. 

The second is a plan that would limit school district and municipal¬ 
ities to one year for millage requests or bond elections. That sounds 
like a good idea on the surface, but we don’t think it is, if you start pok¬ 
ing a little deeper. Municipalities and school districts need a little 
more flexibility than that If one measure fails, it means they would 
have to wait an entire year to repackage it and put it back before the 
voters. That could have dire consequences. What if, for example, the 
public safety millage in Van Buren had failed? Rather than strip down 
the request and put it back before voters in November, they would 
have had to wait another year, which would have had a drastic impact 
on their public safety department 

The bottom line, though, is that elected officials can do all they 
want to make it easier to vote or streamline the election process, and 
not increase voter turnout That has to come from each and every one 
of us. 

It’s way past time for that to happen, too. We should be better than 
that 

Just clean up this mess 

It’s no surprise that the contamination at Central City Park in 
Westland is more widespread than initially thought 

Anyone looking at pictures of the place when it served as a 
dumping ground for a variety of municipalities could have guessed 
that the final results wouldn’t be pretty. That was reaffirmed last 
week. 

The report did contain a measure of good news, at least accord¬ 
ing to county officials, and that is that no industrial waste residue 
was found there. We guess, in a situation like this, you have to look 
for minor victories when you can find them. 

So what happens now? 

Well, as virtually any candidate for city council can tell you, it has 
to be cleaned up. Everyone will agree with that The question will 
be: how much and who pays for it? 

We’ve heard the same statements as everyone else. The land is 
owned by the county and leased to the City of Westland. Wayne 
County officials were the ones who allowed it to be used as a dump¬ 
ing ground. The responsibility for the clean up should come from 
county coffers, not city funds. County officials have even set aside 
funds to pay for the clean up of the site, too.

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It’s time to take charge 


I was a little disappointed to see a plan for a 
‘racino’ fall apart in the City of Romulus, but not 
too surprised. 

I always had a hard time believing there’s 
enough disposable income around to support 
such an ambitious venture. I don’t always buy into 
the doom and gloom of the economy today, but 
there’s a difference in not believing all the nay¬ 
sayers and believing people are at a place in their 
lives where they could just throw money away. 

Still, it points out something about our eco¬ 
nomic recovery, whether we’re talking about a 
state-wide scale or on the local level. We can’t just 
wait for it to happen. 

That’s what I get frustrated about here in the 
City of Wayne, a place of great potential where 
things aren’t exactly popping. Sure, you can see 
minor improvements, but it’s a telling sign when 
the city gets excited about a Jimmy John’s coming 
to town. 

I look at the downtown area and see some 
proactive signs—I still think the mural will attract 
some attention, particularly if city officials are 
able to promote it during the televised portion of 



the upcoming Wayne 
Wheelfest. The Michigan 
Avenue project will help, too, 
with a new roadway and the extension of the 
streetscape. 

I still think more could be done, and, more to 
the point, more should be done. I get the sense 
that everyone is waiting for someone to come in, 
take a chance on the city and provide the spark 
that we need. 

My weekly travels take me from the Wayne 
Downtown Development Authority (DDA) to the 
Plymouth, Northville and sometimes Belleville 
DDAs. The difference is staggering, particularly 
in Plymouth and Northville. They have different 
business groups working together to attract more 
customers—and merchants—downtown. There is 
all kinds of construction going on; store fronts are 
going through changes. People walk around, 
there’s a sense of excitement. Plymouth and 
Northvifie have marketing plans they’re kicking 
off, too, to highlight the overall DDA plan.

Belleville must now move past problem 


Moving on. That’s Belleville’s new mantra. 
There’s nothing else to do. 

It’s been a tough couple of months. Is it safe now 
to exhale? 

After the recent events surrounding the hiring 
and termination of the city manager, I’m still asking 
questions: Why would the same person who origi¬ 
nally recommended someone for the job turn on 
them all of the sudden? Why would someone want 
to walk away from the city council just because 
things got a little tough? What is the real truth in 
this situation? What is it really going to take to 
move the city forward? 

While I’m not surprised with how ugly politics 
can get, I was surprised by several of those out¬ 
comes. But really, if you think about it, something 
was never really right in the first place when it 
came to the city manager process that the 
Belleville council employed. 

I’ve been there along the way. I’ve seen and 
heard the council meetings. I’ve seen and heard 
what was said and done and, typically, I too left 
those meetings bewildered and asking questions 
just like residents. 

When Walter Meal's first came onto city council, 
I saw a promising younger voice for the community. 
Someone with experience in ‘numbers’ (which the 
city was in desperate need of) and a hope to benefit 
the city. When it was suggested by a council mem¬ 
ber that Mears apply for the city manager job, and 


he was interviewed separately 
from other candidates, I had 
some questions. Usually, if no 
acceptable candidate is found, 
the job is re-advertised, rather than offered to a 
council member. It was all pretty unusual, in my 
experience. 

Through this fiasco, Mears hasn’t said much 
publicly. After a certain point, he wouldn’t even 
return my phone calls. At city council meetings, he 
only responded when asked about specific city 
matters—not the city manager topic. 

In a way I can’t blame him. I give him credit for 
acting professionally during those times he was 
being verbally slammed by residents and council 
members. That’s more than I can say for some of 
the council members and officials, one of whom 
walked out of the meeting after the vote to termi¬ 
nate Mears. Fbr the most part Mears kept his com¬ 
posure. 

However, when he didn’t turn in his education 
credentials when ordered to do so by city council 
resolution, that immediately sent up a red (lag Was 
he hiding something? 

While I know government seems to operate a lit¬ 
tle differently, if this were to happen at any other 
place of employment it just wouldn’t fly. 
Disobeying a direct Older of your employers is con-

What is the difference? 

Well, there are several. The Wayne 
DDA has a bigger budget than both 
those communities. The problem is that 
most goes back to the general fund and 
the rest is kind of nickel and dimed 
away. After infrastructure improve¬ 
ments, there’s not much left to support 
things that will actually increase the tax 
base, which will in turn increase the 
DDA budget and provide more funds 
for more improvements. 

Wayne can’t necessarily develop a 
marketing plan, unfortunately, because 
there’s not much of a plan to market 
That leads us to the big difference 


between the three entities: the other 
two are proactive. 

They meet once a month—if not 
more—they plan, they try to control 
their own destiny. 

The Wayne DDA meets four times a 
year—whether they need to or not, as 
the joke goes. 

That’s where a radical revitalization 
has to start The DDA has the funds to 
promote downtown development They 
just need to get more active. I know it’s 
a volunteer board made up of business 
owners who have plenty of other 
responsibilities, too, but it’s the same 
way anywhere else. 

We can’t afford to wait for some 
swashbuckling developer to leap onto 
the carriage and guide us to financial 
and economic safety. We have to take 
the reins, ourselves.

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Accused sex offender 
silent at hearing

There was little discussion on 
Thursday as a Westland man 
charged with allegedly drugging 
and molesting two children was 
ordered to stand trial. 

Fifty-two-year-old Raymond 
Pniewski, Jr faced Judge Sandra 
Cicirelli of the 18th District Court 
in Westland in a preliminary 
hearing that would have deter¬ 
mined whether or not the case 
against him would progress to 
Wayne County Circuit Court 

Pniewski had been charged 
with six counts of first-degree 
criminal sexual conduct and with 
three counts of manufacturing 
child sexually abusive activity, 
said Sgt. Debra Mathews of the 
Westland Police Department, for 
allegedly sneaking prescription 
sleep medication into twin 12- 
year-old girls who lived in his 
home with their mother, sexually 
abusing them while they slept, 
and capturing the activities on 
videotape. While investigating, 
she said that police confiscated 
evidence including four cam¬ 
corder tapes that allegedly 
showed the molestations in 
progress. 

Police reportedly became 
aware of the situation after one of 
the girls woke up as Pniewski 
was allegedly attempting to put 


additional sleeping pills in her 
mouth. 

"One of the girls awoke one 
morning while this was going on 
and ran and told her mother," 
said Mathews. 

When the mother found out, 
Mathews said that she confronted 
her housemate, who allegedly 
admitted to the allegations, took 
both girls to the hospital, and con¬ 
tacted the Westland police. 

Pniewski and the children's 
mother had previously been in a 
relationship, she said, and 
although the relationship had 
become platonic, the family 
remained in the defendant's 
home because they needed some¬ 
place to stay. 

Although the preliminary 
hearing requires the prosecution 
to prove to a judge that a crime 
was committed as well as to 
prove that there is sufficient evi¬ 
dence to warrant a trial, Pniewski 
chose not to require the presenta¬ 
tion of evidence and testimony at 
the district court level. Court pro¬ 
ceedings against him will begin 
on Aug. 23 in Wayne County 
Circuit Court 

Cicirelli continued the amount 
of the bond, which she had set at 
$1 million dollars cash at the time 
of his arraignment 

If convicted on the criminal 
sexual conduct charges, Pniewski 
could face up to life in prison

Last year, Canton’s football sea¬ 
son ended one game sooner than 
Head Coach Tim Baechler want¬ 
ed it to—The Chiefs were a game 
away from returning to the state 
championship finale. 

The 2006 season ended in the 
semifinals against Rockford—the 
same team that beat them in the 
finals at Ford Field in Detroit in 
2005. The only problem with that 
is Rockford lost to Dakota—the 
team Canton defeated in the 
semifinal bout in 2005. 

“We’re thrilled to be playing 
them in the semis or finals but 
obviously we got outplayed and 
out-coached last year and that’s 
the disappointing thing,” 
Baechler said. “We had a great 
chance to get them the year 
before in the state championship 
game but we made a couple key 
mistakes that hurt us.

The light list of returnees 
might be a blessing in disguise. 

“We lost a lot of starters from 
last year but it seems like a lot of 
people are picking it up,” Powers 
said. “It gives a lot of people a 
chance to prove themselves. With 
10 new starters on offense, as 
everyone knows in Canton offense 
is all about execution, it’s kind of 
fun starting out fresh.” 

Jordan Raiford will take over 


at fullback Baechler said he and 
his staff are still trying to find a 
right halfback and a couple others 
as back ups as of the end of the 
first week of practice nears. On 
defense he said they are trying to 
shore up outside linebackers and 
two comers. 

“We’re trying to find players,” 
he said. “We only have three 
starters back That makes it real 
tough because we have a lot of 
decent players but it’s finding the 
right position for them. That’s the 
biggest thing that I have to do—it’s 
like trying to put a puzzle together. 
The problem is only having three 
weeks to do it and to do it right 
but every day something comes to 


light and I say: ‘Okay, this kid is 
definitely going to be that guy’.” 

Even with a young team 
Baechler, promises the same 
exciting Canton football of the 
past successful years. 

“When you are young you real¬ 
ly have to simplify,” he said. 
“We’re still going to run our 
offense with a couple little forma¬ 
tion changes here and there but 
basically the same stuff. Our phi¬ 
losophy is that we have to control 
that football; be able to run it; 
keep that clock ticking; keep their 
offense off the field and keep ours 
on it and let that clock melt away 
and in the fourth quarter we will 
have a chance to win it” 


He said on defense his Chiefs 
are smaller but quicker up front 
lending speed for a more aggres¬ 
sive and quicker attacks on oppos¬ 
ing offenses.

There’s a long, low grumbling 
coming from somewhere in the 
Plymouth-Canton Educational 
Park 

That would be the stomachs of 
the Salem Rocks football players 
hungry for a wia 

While other teams are just a 
step away from playoff berths and 
others are predicting champi¬ 
onships, the Salem Rocks just 
want to wia 

After a difficult 2006 season 
Salem is ready to put their win¬ 
less campaign behind them and 
start fresh. 

Second-year coach Parker 
Salowich doesn’t have any 
dreams of grandeur on unrealis¬ 
tic expectations—at least not yet 
Right now he just wants to get his 
current team led by just 12 
seniors—some of which have yet 
to win a high school football 
game—its first victory. 

“Ideally we want to do is be 
able to compete all nine weeks,” 
he said. “We’re not putting a num¬ 
ber on how many games we want 
to win because I think that when 
you don’t win that, then where do 
you go? We’re trying to avoid that 
because if we’re around at the 


end of the game then anything 
can happen as opposed to last 
year when we had all of those 
running clocks where you’re out 
of it by halftime. We want to com¬ 
pete; we want to tackle; we want 
to block this year. So we really 
simplified our approach to 
offense as well as defense.” 

The offensive line will be very 
young with only one senior, Matt 
DeWater, to anchor it. Senior 
Heath Parling is set to run the 
offense as quarterback according 
to Salowich. Another notable 
returning senior is Jesse Pointer 
at wide receiver. 

Senior Jeremy Epley will play 
multiple positions this year. He is 
a starting receiver on offense and 
will double up on defense, play¬ 
ing either defensive back or line¬ 
backer. Senior Justin Burke will 
play at linebacker 

The key position of running 
back is secured by junior 
Anthony Mullins. Senior Brandt 
Thomas will back him up and 
play linebacker when the team is 
on defense, said Salowich. 

Other than new faces the 
Rocks will have different look 
offensively by adding the spread 
while keeping the same look on 
defense as last year 

“What we’ve done with the 


spread is limit the playbook to 12 
plays and there will be a lot of 
options on the field from the 
coaches and those kinds of 
things,” Salowich said. “We’re 
excited about it and the kids have 
really bought into it It gets the 
ball around the field and a lot of 
kids are playing now because of 
that” 

Although there are fewer 
seniors this year the team has 
grown in numbers. Salem will 
dress almost 60 players on FHday 
nights this year as opposed to less 
than 50 last year. The freshman 
team is well stocked and the 
junior varsity is pretty well 
manned, too. 

“We’re trying to build a pro¬ 
gram and fight attrition to make it 
so that one of these years we will 
have 30 seniors as opposed to 12 
because you win with seniors,” 
Salowich said. “We’re excited 
about the 12 that we have and 
these kids have done everything 
that we have asked them to do 
and more on there own as far as 
team building and those types of 
things.” 

Two weeks ago the varsity 
team went to a ropes course 
where the players learned to 
trust teammates while dangling 
40-feet from a rope. Salowich said 


that those four hours he spent 
there were some of the best four 
hours that he has ever spent as a 
coach in 18 years. “It was such a 
neat experience for these kids 
because it was a lesson that they 
will take with them not just into 
this football season but one they 
become dads and husbands and 
employees,” he said. 

The team chemistry is already 
shining through in the eyes of 
some of the players. 

“There’s a lot more hype at 
practices and I think a lot of peo¬ 
ple are really excited for this sea¬ 
son because it can’t really get any 
worse than last season,” Epley 
said. 

“We just have team goals 


rather than individual ones. 
We’re trying to get away from that 
whole 1 want to be a 1,000-yard 
rusher’ or ‘I want to have 10 
touchdowns this year.’ 

“We’ve been writing down 
goals that we want to accomplish 
this year,” Burke said. “Obviously 
getting that first win to start it off 
against Pinckney is the main 
one.” 

Although his first year as 
Salem’s head coach didn’t go as 
planned, Salowich is still as eager 
and passionate about the game of 
football. 

“We’re pretty excited about 
getting everything going,” he said.

Friday was as hot and muggy as it 
could get, but that didn’t deter the 
Romulus football team from grinding out 
three practices. 

The Eagles ran, threw, caught, 
blocked and ran some more in the sec¬ 
ond official day of full-pad workouts. And 
from the looks of it, last year’s young 
team is all grown up and ready to make a 
run at the playoffs this year after missing 
them last season with a 5-4 record. Six 
wins gets you in and that is the goal of 
second-year coach Matt Ladach.

THE CITY OF ROMULUS ORDAINS: 

SECTION 1: Short Title 

This Ordinance shall be known and cited as the City Cost 
Recovery for Emergency Services Ordinance. 

SECTION 2: Purpose 

The purpose of this Chapter is to enable the City of Romulus 
to require reimbursement from those responsible for the 
leaking, spilling or otherwise allowing certain dangerous or 
hazardous substance or materials to escape containment, 
thereby requiring cleanup and disposal by the City or its 
agents. This ordinance shall address both fixed facilities in 
Romulus and transporters traveling through Romulus. 

SECTION 3: Chapter 12 

Sec. 12-165. Definitions. 


or entity hereunder of the ultimate responsibility for full compliance. 

(b) Any such person or entity which fails to comply with this chapter by failing to 
clean up without delay a dangerous or hazardous substance or materials release, 
shall be liable to and shall pay the city for its costs and expenses, including the 
costs incurred by the city of any party which it engages, for the complete 
abatement, mitigation, clean up and restoration. 

Sec. 12-168. Cost recovery for emergency responses of extended duration. 

(a) In addition to the other cost recovery rights set forth in this Article, the City of 
Romulus and any municipal mutual aid association of which the City of 
Romulus is a member, as applicable, shall be entitled to recover all costs and 
damages incurred in conjunction with emergency responses of extended 
duration. Such costs and damages shall include, but not be limited to, those 
associated with incident abatement, cleanup and mitigation, including any 
related third party costs, which were necessary to ensure the safety of the city 
and its populace. 

(b) Such costs and damages shall be the joint and several responsibility of the 
owner(s) and operators of the property, equipment, vehicle, or container causing 
or contributing in any emergency incident or hazardous-condition of extended 
duration. 


As used in this article: 

Emergency response means the providing, sending and/or utilizing of public 
sendee, police, fire fighting and/or rescue sendees by the City of Romulus and/or any 
municipal mutual aid association of which the City of Romulus is a member, as 
applicable, to an accident, incident, or othenvise in response to a call involving a 
motor vehicle, transportation device, fixed facility, or container therein where there 
was a release, potential release, suspected release, or reported release of a dangerous 
or hazardous substance or material or a specifically hazardous substance, as defined 
in this Article. 

Expense of emergency response means the cost associated with the occurrence 
of an emergency response as set forth above. The expense of making an emergency 
response as set forth above, shall include, without limitation, the costs connected with 
the administration, abatement and mitigation provision and analysis of chemical tests 
and the videotaping of the driver, if applicable. Such expense shall also include, with¬ 
out limitation, the investigation and analysis of a release, potential release, suspected 
release, or reported release of a dangerous or hazardous substance or material or a 
specifically hazardous substance, as defined in this Article, regardless of whether any 
actual release is ultimately found to have occurred. These costs shall be set by council 
resolution or by cost analyses calculated by the Romulus Fire Department, Romulus 
Police Department, and/or any municipal mutual aid association of which the City of 
Romulus is a member, as applicable. 

A dangerous or hazardous substance or material is defined as any material or 
substance that has been identified by city, state, or federal laws or regulations to be 
limited to such substances as chemicals and gasses, explosives, radioactive materials, 
petroleum products or gasses, poisons, etiologic (biologic) agents, flammable and 
corrosives, or obnoxious by reason of odor, spilled, leaked, or otherwise released 
from their container. 

Specifically hazardous substance includes hazardous chemicals as defined by 
the Michigan Department of Public Health and the Michigan Department of Labor; 
hazardous materials as defined by the U.S. Department of Transportation; critical 
materials and polluting materials as defined by the Michigan Department of Natural 
Resources, hazardous waste as defined by the Michigan Department of Natural 
Resources, and hazardous materials as defined Comprehensive Environmental 
Response, “Superfund”, as amended by the Superfund Amendments and 
Reauthorization Act of 1986 (SARA), 42 U.S.C. 9601. A dangerous or hazardous sub¬ 
stance or material that is released from its container, which, in the determination of 
the fire chief or his authorized representative, is dangerous or harmful to the human 
or animal life, health or safety and welfare of the public or environment. A hazardous 
substance can also be a noxious odor that is determined by the fire chief, or his autho¬ 
rized representative, to constitute a danger or threat to public health, safety or welfare. 


Sec. 12-169. Costs recovery for incendiary type fires. 

(a) The city shall be entitled to recover all costs and damages incurred in 
conjunction with any incendiary type fire. Such costs shall include, but are not 
limited to, those associated with the fire extinguishment and investigation. 

(b) Such costs and damages shall be the joint and several responsibility of the 
person(s) found responsible for setting the fire by a court of competent 
jurisdiction. All such costs and damages shall be paid within thirty (30) 
days of demand by the fire department. 

(c) The city shall have a lien for all unpaid costs and damages incurred by the fire 
department as above described and may enforce such lien in the manner 
prescribed by the general laws of the state providing for the enforcement 

of tax liens. 

Sec. 12-170. Civil liability. 

The responsibilities and liabilities set forth in this article shall be construed to 
be of a civil nature and shall not be construed to conflict or contravene or enlarge or 
reduce any criminal liability or responsibility, including fines imposed by a judge on a 
driver for operating a motor vehicle while under the influence of an alcoholic bever¬ 
age and/or controlled substance. Nor shall this ordinance be construed to impose 
criminal sanctions based solely on this ordinance, as to the responsible party in a haz¬ 
ardous or toxic waste violation. 

The city finance department or its designee, shall within a reasonable time of 
receiving itemized costs incurred for emergency response, submit a bill for same by 
First Class Mail or personal service to a person or entity liable for these expenses as 
enumerated under this ordinance. Said bill shall require full payment in thirty (30) 
days from date of billing. 

If any person or entity fails to reimburse the city as provided and such person or 
entity is the owner of the affected property, the city shall have the right and power to 
add any and all costs of cleanup and restoration to the tax roll as to such property, and 
to levy and collect such costs in the same manner as provided for he levy and collec¬ 
tion of real property taxes against said property. This remedy is in addition to any 
other remedy available to the city allowed bylaw. 

SECTION 4: Repeal of Conflicting Provisions: 

All resolutions, ordinances or parts thereof in conflict with 
the provisions of this ordinance are to the extent of such 
conflict, hereby repealed.

Sec. 12-166. Liability; costs of emergency response. 

(a) Any person who, or entity which owned, leased, operated, commissioned the 
use or operation of, contracted for the use or operation of, or otherwise had any 
possession or control of a motor vehicle or other transportation device, which 
operation, use, possession, or control results in an emergency response, shall be 
responsible and liable to the City of Romulus and any municipal mutual aid 
association of which the City of Romulus is a member, as applicable, for the 
expenses of the emergency response. 

(b) The owner or lessor or operator of the fixed facility which is the subject of an 
emergency response shall be liable to the City of Romulus and any municipal 
mutual aid association of which the City of Romulus is a member, as applicable 
for the expense of an emergency response. 

Sec. 12-167. Liability; costs of cleanup of dangerous or hazardous substance or 

materials. 

(a) It shall be the duty of any person or entity which owned, leased, operated, com¬ 
missioned the use or operation of, contracted for the use or operation of, or 
otherwise had any possession or control of a motor vehicle or other 
transportation device or fixed facility which Operation, use, possession, 
or control results in leakage, spillage, or any other dissemination of dangerous 
or hazardous substance or materials to immediately remove such and clean up 
the area of such dissemination in such manner that the area involved is fully 
restored to its condition before such occurrence and to pay all costs therelor. 

The fire department and engineering department will inspect said site to make 
sure the clean up is in compliance with local, state, and federal guidelines, 
provided, however, that such inspection shall not relieve the responsible person 


SECTION 5: Severability : 

Should any clause, section or provision of this ordinance be 
declared invalid by a court of competent jurisdiction, the 
same shall not effect the validity of the ordinance as a whole, - 
or any part thereof, other than the part so declared to 
be invalid. 

SECTION 6:* Effective Date: 

This ordinance shall be given immediate effect upon 
publication in the official newspaper of the City of Romulus.
